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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Ward et al (US 5,531,776) disclose a method and apparatus for monitoring patient's 
cardiogram during ventricular fibrillation (VF) to apply counter pulsation to enhance perfusion 
pressure upon post return of spontaneous circulation (ROSC) in order to counteract hypotension 
upon ROSC without any mention anticipation or obviousness in determining likelihood or likely 
outcome of defibrillation shock based on the wavelet transform to predict the outcome of the 
defibrillation shock or therapy. Similarly, Gelfandet al (US 5,772,613 and US 5,997,488) 
disclose a method of applying perfusion pressure or CPR vest applying pressure to sustain 
cardiac flow during VF until ROSC is achieved. However, as in Ward et al the ROSC 
monitoring do not anticipate or render obviousness of subject matter described above. In 
addition, Elabbady et al (US 5,999,852) disclose a method of applying defibrillation pulse by 
setting the energy level of the pulse based on transthoracic impedance (TTI). However, 
Elabbady et al do not anticipate or render obviousness of subject matter described above.
